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1. We note with interest a report from PCE on subject because it came at 

a time when we received a report from CAR AHA also ollef'edjjw'coming from subject. 
NENJIWICH is vary active in the Form area again and Claus ^Jacobi, Spiegel corres- 
pondent who is planning a derogatory articlo on hie activities, has spent con- 
siderable time and effort observing him. Jacobi has uncovered a few interesting 
facts which arc listed herewith, (a) He peddles his inf ormation y> the Yugoslavs 

Ojp. at a price of Dri 2, COO monthly, lb) He often gives his reports tbGlansfclilrof 

T^O--ithfr \rra.i fur ter Rundschau for an unknown price, (c) ~c pays aim .st weekly 

visits to Globke and he signs himecif in and out of the Chancelleiy as "Dr. Zahn" . 
Jacobi claims that he has observed Globke coming out of his office greeting 
"Kerr Dr. Zahn" and talcing him back into lets office even though other people 
bad arrived earlier and uere waiting to see Globke. Jacobi believes 'cJfiiTVflCH 
has convincwi^Globke he has a good source in the U.5. high Commission. 

2. To this we would like to add the following, ELCH-WEIMTV/TCH was passing 
information to the CAR: A FA organisation in 1952 which in turn was passed to us. 
These reports consisted of information on alleged meetings between Sam Heber 
and Tschuikow. The information was allegedly received fro.,: a well claced source 
at EICOG. At that time we checked with i-r. Reber and found that it was true, 

r- . that he had seen Tschuikow, but the subject natter of the discussion as reported 
by NShNWICH was completely fabricated. Ue believe that ZZCH-tENTWIC!I knows a 
German employee at MCOG uho passes no secret information to him but apparently 
tells of some of the movements of the High Co;uaissioner and the senior members 
of KICCG. On tile basis of these movements it seems ZECK-KBriiWICH prepares rather 

clever reports which he peddles to the rich intelligence market here in 5onn.

It 
concerns itself with hendes-France and the political situation in Prance. It 
was obtained by CAK.AJJA from Frankfurter Rundschau sources. . Subject claims this 
report is based on a dispaech which von btzdorff of the German Foreign Office 
transmitted to Hallstein. An identical report was shown to the undersigned by 
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Jacobi recently, and a few days ago CARl'iArlA told me that the Yugoslavs also 
had the same report. As soon as we have collected further information on 
subject we will forward it to CART and PCB for further analysis. 
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
